Hawaiian Treaty ami the Beet Sugar

WASHINGTON, June 14.— The eenato 


debate on tbe sugar schedule ol the 
tariff bill proceeded today with only one 
divertiuit incident to relieve tbe mo- 
notony into which the diecueetoa baa 
lapaud. Tliia was the eharp exchange 
between Mr. Hoar ot Massachusetts and 
Mr. TUlman of South Carolina, repre- 
senting the two extremes ol senatorial 
procedure. Mr. Tillmaa reiterated the 
charges of irregularity in connection 
with the sugar schedule, and asserted 
that the eenate would stand convicted 
before the American people if it failed 
to investigate tbe charges. 


Mr. Hoar calmly and impressively re- 


pelled thia statement, hie tone and 
language being calculated afl a rebuke. 
He~decUred that the vague charges of 
irregularity were not only preposterous,

A Bomb Explodes Near President 


Faure of France. 


PA ins, June 14. — An attempt wan 


made yesterday to assassinate Felix 
Faure, President of the French republic, 
while be was en route to Longcharapa to 
witness the grand prii. 


While M. Faure'e carriage was paesing 


a thicket near La Cascade restaurant, in 
the Bolfl de Boulogne, a bomb, which 
subsequently proved to be a piece of 
tubing six inches long and two inches in : 
diameter, charged with powder and 
swan fihot, exploded. 


No one waa injured by tbe explosion. 


A man in tbe crowd, BUB pec ted aa the 
prime mover, was arrested. He gave 
hie name as Gallet and made only the 
briefest replies to questions put to him 
by the police. 


"Thin afternoon the police found a sec- 


ond tube filled witb powder and scrap 
iron near the eceno of yesterday's ex- 
plosion. They are of tbe opinion that 
tho miecreant in probably the man who 
placed nxploBive tuboBof a uimilar char- 
acter in tbe Place de la Concorde during 
the recent visit of ISmperor Nicholas.

Three Important Propositions Under 


Consideration. 


WABIIISOTOS, Jane 14.—The Kepub- 


lican eenatorn were in caucue for more 
than three hourfl tonight and when nd- 
journment Wflfl reached not very much 
progress had been made. The Hawaiian 
treaty proposition waa pasuea over, to 
be considered at another caucus, aa sev- 
eral senators oxpreseed the opinion that 
it it WHfl true that a treaty of annexa- 
tion was to he sent in, it would be ab- 
aurd to enact legislation looking to the 
abrogation of the treaty of reciprocity. 
Senators who were aware of the progress 
of tho annexation treaty did not feel at 
liberty to give tbo caucus full informa- 
tion. Although there waa much re- 
ticence observed, it was believed that 
the President would be consulted to- 
morrow on tbe subject of tbe propoeed 


The caucus was in seaaion from 8 until 


11.30 o'clock and three propositions only 
were under consideration. These were: 


The question of what to do with the 


Hawaiian reciprocity treaty, tho ad- 
visibility of giving a bounty on beet 
eagar Audtbequesfion of an antl-truat 
amendment. 
The Hawaiian treaty question waa 


passed over, but the sugar bounty prop- 
osition was withdrawn nnd the anti- 
truat amendment was referred to the 
Republican members of the judiciary 
•committee.

Kciuovud—Valuable Records 


Destroyed. 


Kisw YOIIK, June 15.—The United 


States government erniurant station 
on ISllifl island, in New York harbor, 
was destroyed by lire this moruiiiK, but 
with probably no loss of life. The fire 
waa first aecu at 12.30 tine morning by 
the lookout from tlie harbor 
police 


elation. Ttie lire spread rapidly. At 
1,0!) a.m. tbe eaves aton* the entire roof' 
began to fall, Betting lire to the wooden 
[tiers nnd docks on either side. 


At 1.12 a.m. the whole island was a 


m :taH ol Unities. AH quickly na possible, 
two Boctious of police, twenty men and 
tho police patrol launches, were sent to 
tlm island. 


An alarm was immediately sent to tlm 


lower pullce precincts of tbe city and 
twenty-livo men were ordered to the 
flceno. Tho lire grew weaker and was 
aoon under way, with firemen, policy- 
men nnd otheis nghtiiiK it. The lire 
bont MUltf- was sent to the island as 
quickly aa BUD could be made r«ndy. 


Later many persons wont over in tugs 


and row boat s. Tbe end of the building 
in which the fire ntarted was need for 
sleeping, cooking and ealing by the Im- 
migrants. Tho detention pun, iu which 
there are always a coueiderablo nnmbur 
of immlgrante being held for inveatijia- 
tlon, was aoon consumed. Besides tho 
building mentioned, there ia a hospital, 
lie ollicea of the commissioners, a laun- 
,ry and disinfecting dapartment, anil 
Teat ciatorna in which are stored large 
juantitiea of rain water gathered from 
he roofs of the buildings. 
The physicians and minor officials live 
n the smallest buildings. 


It is presumed at this hour that these, 


..ith all the other build in ga on Lhe 
aland, will be destroyed. 


The valuable record a are undoubtedly 


destroyed. The 200 immigrants were 
aafelv transferred from the island tn the 
)arge oflice at the Battery, leaving no 
one on the island except the firemen 
and a few attendants.

BRITISH SHIP BURNED. 


'art of the Crew Picked Up by the 


City of Paris. 


SAN FHANCISCO, June 14.-~Tbo Pacific 


Mall steamship City of Puria, now in 
jUarantine at this port, brings tbe de- 
ails of the loaa in mid Pacilic of the 
British ship Buckhurst on April -1th 
ast, alie having picked up part of the 
crew of the ilMat«d veenel on May 2d 
vben 200 miles off theNicaranuan coast, 
and landed them at Punta Arunaa. 


Tho Buckhurst sailed from Newcastle 
jr Panama with n cargo of coal on Feb- 
ruary 2d last and had an uneventful 
voyane until April 3,1, when smoko was 
Been issuing irom her hatches and venti- 
ators. The pumps were rigged, but 
without effect, for after working night 
and day for ten days the flames com- 
pelled tbe crew to abandon the ship, 
After tbe vessel burned to tbe water's 
edge the boats were headed for COCOB 
sland, 470 miles distant, but only three 
of the five reached there a week later, 
tbe others, with seventeen men, having 
difla,>pear*id. Twenty days were spent 
upon the island by the castawaye with- 
out seeing a salt, and fearing that their 
provisions would Dot last much longer 
they decided to take to the boat again. 
When picked up by the City of Pans 
they were in a most deplorable condi- 
tion from thirst, beat and exposure.

plMr! Onry had resided in Fresno since 
1881, and was a highly respected citizen. 
He led an upright life, and enjoyed the 
esteem and friendship of many. He 
wif an uncle of L. L, Oory, the .nor- 
"'.and Dr. B. B. Cory, the dentiBt, of 
this city, and a cousin of J. M. f'V- 


The deceated was born at Oxford 0.. 


in 1830, and was 07 years of age at the 
time ot his death. He was educated at 
Miami nniveraity, graduating in 1848. 
Among tbe men who attended the uni- 
versity in Mr. Cory', time and who 
afterward, distinguished themselyes in 
public life were ex-President Benjamin 
Harrison, ex-Vice President Levi P. 
Morton, and Secretary Noble of Har- 
" A?»r""gridu.tion Mr. Cory taught 
school for a short time, and m the 
ipring of 1848 be came across the 
plains to Oalifornia. After residing in 
Santa Olara county for a time he went 
to the mines. He engaged in ruining 
ior a number ol years, making hie 
home, however, at San Jose, where he 
had other interests. In 1865 he repre- 
sented Santa Olara county in the state 
legielature, and lor a number of years 
was a member of the board ol city trus- 
tees of 
San Jose, always takmc an 


active interest in public affairs. 
Dur- 


ing hia residence in San Jose he was 
elected a member of tbe Pioneer Society 
of San Francisco. 
. 


InlSlilMr. Cory was greatly mter- 


e«ted in silver mining in Nevada, and 
lived there for two years. He invested 
largely in the Kemerelda and Aurora 
mines, which he discovered and named. 
Alter disprsincof bis Nevada mining 
interests in 1305, he continued to lire in 
SimU Olara county until 1SS1, being 
actively engaged in farming and Irult 
raising near San Joee. 


Mr. Con was an extensive traveler, 


and. in bis frequent trips through the 
Blale he visited Fresno county. Alter 
a csrelul investigation ho saw what n 
bright future was iu store for this lo- 
cality, and he decided to make it his 
home. He purchased B ranch of Ion 
acres east ol Fresno. Eighty acres of this 
he developed into a fine vineyard. Here 
ho had his residence, while he engaged 
in tbe real estate anil insurance business 
in this city. Mr. Cory enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being one ol the founders ol 
the Fresno National bank.
